Dumplings "can be served In 
. savoury form with meat dishes.or 
"else sweet as a pudding... In 
elther case, they are a useful 
addition td the menu fn cold 
weather, besides being economical,’ 
as they are cheap, substan- 
tial, and nourishing.. : 


Boiled dumplings can be made 
with or withhout suet, but, which- 
‘éver method is used, the dumip= 
lings must be dropped into boil- 
ing LUquid, and. this should be 
kept’ boiling, all the time they are 
cooking. If, ‘however, they boil 
quickly, the dumplings ‘are Mable 
to break up’ im the water. 
Savoury dumplings can be»boiled 
Separately in plain: water. but 
thelr flavour 1s much improved 
if they are cooked with neve 
"soups, | or with bolled dee * 
Tabbit. this case they teketa 
be put into the saucepan or casse- 
/ role about a,quarter of an hour 
before the meat’ ‘Is“done. “As the 
‘temperature .of the Liquid, will 
drop when’ the cold dumplings 
are put in, the oven ‘heat should 
be raised: beforehand to counte- 
ract this, | or the supelhes will be 
heavy. 


Dumplings ure extremely | eusy 
to plepare; “yet they are not al-.

In future the Persians 
wish us to speak:of their country 
as Iran and of its inhabitants as 
Iranians.. The Persian language 


has, however, hitherto been known: 


as Farsi (that is, Persian), and we 
ate not told whether any. change is 
tobe made here. 

I imagine that this official order 
is without precedent in the annals 
of diplomatic geography; we can- 
not compare it to changes which 
have taken place elsewhere in the 
world ; thus, for example, .Lening- 
rad ig ao new name for the Russians 
themselves ‘as. well as for the out- 
‘side world; while Istanbul has 
been the name of one-half: of Con- 
‘stantinople for many centuries.
